THEE PLANTING. 


The trustees of iho Massachusetts Kociety 


for Promoting Agriculturo ha?e presented 
to the legislature, through the chairman of 
the Eonale comuitteo on agriculture, a bill 
which provides for the exemption from tax- 
ation, for a certain number of years, of all 
laud not ciceediug in valiio fifteen dollars 
per acre, if planted with certain specified 
forest trees. A bill, differing only in a few 
minor details from the- one before [ho Massa- 
chusetts legislature, was passed by that of 
Connecticut last year ; and in llhodo Island, 
a bill still more encouraging to tree planters 
has been favorably received by the legisla- 
tive committee on agriculture, Trhose rec- 
ommendations will doubtless insure its pas- 
sage. In recommending this legislatibn^he 
trustee? of the Massachusetts Society are 
carrying out the policy, adopted by them 
two yeara ago, of creating an interest in 
tree planting, especially on worn out or ei- 
posed land, unfit from exhaustion or situa- 
tion to produce anything but a crop of wood. 
To ahow their estimation of the importance 
of a more general and intelligent interest in 
arboriculture to tho future welfare of the 
Blate, they have offered liberal prizes for 
plantations to be- made of different tTees,and 
nnder different conditions, besides disirib- 
uting gratuitously much valuable informa- 
tion bearing on this subject. 


It is donbtful if any other expenditure of 


money destined for the improvement of Now 
England agriculture could, at tho present 
time, earn a larger return or render the pub- 
lic moro substantial benefit than those made 
with tho view of bringing home to the rural 
classes tho importance to them of a better 
knowledge of the methods r.ud necessities of 
trig-planting. 
Fortunately, the most eHect- 


ive argument in its favor— that of direct 
profit— is tha least difficult to present. 
So 


rapid has the destruction of American for- 
ests been, so great are the increasing de- 
mands a growing community makes on those 
which remain, that the day is no longer dis- 
tant when our supply of wood will fall far 
short of the demand, and the price of lum- 
ber and of all articles into the construction 
of which forest products enter must be 
greatly enhanced. This in itself is n suffi- 
cient reason why tho judicious planting of 
trees must be followed by large profits ; but 
the wisdom of such a polioy will be. more 
appsrehtwhen.it is remembered that land 
unfit for any other purpose is often best 
suited for tree growing, ond thai thu annual 
deposit of fallen leaves is the natural and 
surest method by which fertility can bo re- 
stored to fields worn out with long arid ex- 
cessive oropptng. 


The wood of somj of our native trees 


grown in Naw England is superior in cer. 
tain qualities to that produced in any other 
part of the world ; qualities which cause It 
to be widely known and eagerly sought for 
at home and abroad, while a few foreign 
trees of the first economic value promise 
better results here than in any other sec- 
tion of the country. It is obvious that the 
only profitable employment for some por- 
tion, at least, 
of tha many thousand 


acres of waste and now unproductive land 
in the New England elates, is to bo found 
in planting them with theso trees, and 
that on the development of this industry 
largely depends tho prosperity of oar agri- 
culture. 
Tree-planting on a largo scale 


demands the expenditure of a certain 
amount of capital, which, although small in 
comparison with the eventual return from 
it, is nevertheless a sorions item to many 
fannera, who find it difficult to understand 
the wisdom of an investment from which. 
no return can ba expected for years, or 
possibly dnritig their lifetime. 


The bill now before tho legislature, should 


it become a law, will doubtless largely in- 
crease tha number of trees planted in the 
stato, as the release from taiation of land 
so employed during some of its unproduc- 
tive years will, it is eipecled, make in- 
vestmenla in tree planting more attractive 
and more common.— [Boston Advertiser.
